Captain. — After Examination, feveral Prifoners have been 
liberate, and others admitted to Bail, who had been taken 
up only on Sufpicion.

A good deal of my Men were preifed or defertea at 








Barbados, and getting none to fupply their Place I was 
obliged to fail with 45 in all, Boys included, and my be- 
ing fo weakly manned being too well known in Carlifle 
Bay, occafioned what follows. 

There was.a Sloop, that failed three Weeks before me 
from that Place for Gibraltar, who had the Misfortune 
to be taken by the Row Gallie sfrom Algeziers, on bo. rd 
of which there happened to be fome d-mn--d falfe hearted 
lrifh Men, who wanted to make up their Misfortunes 
on the Ruin of his Majefty’s Subjeéts ; for which End 
they entred into their Service, and informed them, that 
I was daily expected, badly mann’d and richly laden, 
which encouraged them to equip their two Gallies and 
Barcolongo in the beft manner they could, with the braveit 
Fellows they could pick out. Thefe are all the Priva- 
teers'they have at Algeziers,and have done all the Damage 
in the Gut this War. 

After they had iong lookt out for me, I.came at laft 
to their Coft. About five Hours after 1 had parted with 
a Man of War (whom I met off Cape Spartic!) he ftand- 
ing to the Eaftward and I to the Weftward, I got up a- 
breaft of Tarriff the Place of the’r Abode, when getting 
Sight of me they made all the Way they could with their 
Oars, and half an Hour after 3 they were within Gun thot 
of me, and though they got fome nl from (thofe in 
the Cabbiu, they did not mind it, but rowed up refolute 
either to conquer or die. 

The Form of their Attack was thus: The Barcolongo 
lay right a-ftern’ of me, plying me hot with her Cufhew 
Pieces, and 30 Men be-aft with fmall Arms.; the two 
Gillies, one on each Quarter, with all Hands at fimall 
Arms, at the fame time plying us clofs with what Can- 
non they had. We returned their Fire with the finall 
Number we had, our great Guns being of no Ufe, as 
the Barcolongo had filenced our Stern Guns for a little 
Time, by cutting our Bretchens and Tackles with their 
Shot, which being warm, run into the Steerage. This 
Opportunity they intended to embrace, in orderto board 
us ; but luckily I rallied half a Dozen of my Men that 
had been beat from that Quarter, run a Gun out without 
Tackles or Bretchin, load with double Round and Par- 
tridge, and difcharging ber, ftruck the Barcolongo a little 
be-art the Mainmatt, and carried away her whole Qua- 
ter and Poap; getting alfo another Gun to bear upon 
them in the Srecrage, I] did them a confiderable deal of 
Damage. The ft. w that were left got out Oars and rows 
ed her away from the rach of my Guns. After demos 
lishing the Barcolongo we kept a continual Fire on the 
two Gallies, who engaged us clofe under each Quarter. 
They attempted three tines to board us, but Were always 
repalfed, and twice fet the Ship on Fire which we got 
extinguifhed, After a Difpute of two Hours, few of 
them being left alive, thofe that remained had Recourfe 
to their Oars, and made the beit of their Way. None 
of us.are killea, few but hive received fome Wounds 
or other.—— We hear fince by a Market-boat from Al- 
geziers, that one of the Gallies had but 5 Menalivewhen 
fhe came in there, that thirty fix were killed in the Bar 
colonzo, and twenty two had received extreme Un@ion, 
not being expected tolive. We have heard nothing of 
the th'rd, which makes us conclude fhe is funk. If fo, 
their Lofs muft be very great, as in the other two there
